Could you afford to pay 


your maid or other house- 
hold workers a pension for 
the rest of her life when 
she becomes too old or dis- 
abled to work any longer?

Domestic workers who 


are paid as much as $50 
cash in a calendar quarter 
from a single employer 
can receive social security 
credit for these earnings.

‘The diameter of the tree 
determines the amount. of 
fertilizer to be used on bear- 
ing trees,’ continues Thom- 
pson, ‘Use five pounds of 
8-88 fertilizer for each inch 
of the tree’s diameter, For 
example, use 30 pounds on 
a tree that is six inches in 
diameter. Trees 20 inches 
or more in diameter should 
have 100 pounds of 8-8-8 or 
as much as 120 pounds on 
very large old trees, 

‘Bearing trees also need 
zinc sulphate to prevent ro- 
Sette, Use two pounds a 
tree each year---or 10 pounds 


every five years. Don’t sp- 


tead the fertilizer closer 
than three feet to the trunk of 


these bearing trees, and no 


further out than the limbs 


extended, Zinc sulphate can 


seedbed preparation, timely

A firm flat well-prepared 
seedbed is most desirable 
for planting peanuts.

Eaily rotary hoeing and 
Shallow cultivations _ pre- 
vent weeds from becoming 
established. The rotary hoe 
or weeder can be used for 
two to four times. These 
tools are very effective if 
used just at the time the 
weeds are germinating and 
before they emerge. However, 
they are useless after the 
weeds are well established 
and firmly anchored. Pea- 
nut plants are easily in- 
jured during emergence. Use 
the rotary hoe and weeder in 
the heat of the day so there 
is less danger of breaking 
the stems. In the hot part 
of the day, the plants will 
usually lose enough water 
so that they become limber 
and will bend easily without 
breaking. 

After the plants reach 8 
to 10 inches in diameter, it 
is desirable to go:to row 
cultivations with sweeps. 
Thesweeps should be set to 
tun Shallow and clip off the 
weeds just below the sur 
face without moving soil 
onto the peanut plants. Par- 
tially covering the plants 
with soil makes conditions 
favorable for rapid devel- 
opment of Southern Blight 
(white mold). After the pl- 
ants begin to peg down, do 
not run plows close enough 
to the plants to disturb the 
pegs.
